Payments of aid to the needy in 
Riverside county were $190,401 
for August, 1946, an increase of 
5 per cent over the $190,144 pay­ 
ments for August, 1945, California 
Taxpayers’ association said to­ 
day, reporting on its analysis of 
relief costs in California coun­ 
ties. 


Payments for aid to the needy 
aged in the county reached $ 167,­ 
202 for August, 1946, compared 
with $164,537 for the same month 
in the preceding year. Aid to the 
needy blind amounted to $4,724 
for August, 1946, compared with 
$2911 for August, 1945. Aid to 
needy children was $13,974 for 
August, 
1946, and $10,166 for 


August, 1945. General county re ­ 
lief amounted to $4244 for August 
of this year, $2787 for August, 
1945. 
Over the state as a whole, re­ 
lief payments reached $9,843,186 
for August, 1946, an increase of 
12 per cent from total payments 
or $8,794,790 for the month of 
August, 1945. August, 1946, pay­ 
ments for aid to the needy aged 
reached $7,796,718, c o m p a r e d 
with $7,478,812 for August, 1945. 
Payments of aid to the needy 
blind were $351,160 for August, 
1945. Payments of aid to the 
needy blind were $351,160 for 
August, 1946, and $255,945 a year 
before.

Contract Prepared 
D elegates representing Indians 
from Palm Springs and all other 
parts of California m et in O ak­ 
land last week to prepare a re ­ 
port to their people as to a con­ 
tract negotiated w ith three a t­ 
torneys in W ashington, D. C., 
w hich is now pending in the D e­ 
partm ent of the Interior, for ap ­ 
proval. 
The attorneys are Ernest L. 
W ilkinson, F. M. Goodwin and 
Sam Clam mer. Each of them have 
had m any years of experience in 
representing 
Indian 
tribes 
of 
other states before com m ittees of 
Congress, the departm ents of the 
governm ent and the courts. They 
are well know n in W ashington. 


THE CONTRACT was signed 
by Clyde F. Thompson of Red­ 
ding, 
H erbert 
Bellas 
of 
Lone 
Pine, Inyo county, M anual Cor­ 
dova 
of 
Healdsburg, 
Sonoma 
county, and A dam Castillo of 
San Jacinto, R iverside county. 
The delegates w ere selected by 
m ore than 12,500 Indians of C ali­ 
fornia. 
The contract provides th at the 


attorneys shall present the claims 
of the 
Indians 
to the 
Indian 
Claims Commission, w hich was 
authorized 
during 
the 
closing 
days of the 79th Congress, ana 
approved by the President last 
August. 


ON ACCOUNT of the claims of 
about one-third of the Indians of 
this state, the C ourt of Claims in 
December, 1944, valued the claims 
of those Indians a t $17,000,000 and 
allowed the governm ent credit in 
the sum of more than $12,000,000, 
which it claimed to have spent 
for their benefit since the year 
1850. The C ourt’s final aw ard to 
the Indians was only $5,000,000. 
Under the Indians Claims Com­ 
mission A ct the G overnm ent will 
not he able to charge up against 
the Indians costs for the construc­ 
tion and m aintenance of public 
roads, education, or the cost of 
adm inistration of Indian affairs as 
has been done heretofore. 
Off­ 
sets of such item s in the past in 
suits by the Indians against the 
governm ent have often left them 
em pty-handed. Congress does not 
intend 
it shall 
happen 
again. 
President T rum an a t the tim e of 
his approval of the Indian Claims 
Commission Act, said: “T his will 
m ark the beginning of a new era 
for our Indian citizens."
